World Wide Admiration of the Hole—An- 


«mone, Amaranth Mid A»phodel—But- 
tercups and Datolet—Th» Forget-Me-Not. 
Tradition of the lily—Modert Violet. 


The Syrians regarded the rose as an 


emblem of immortality. Chinese plant it 
over graves, and in the Tyrol it is said to 
produce sleep. Germans call the rose of 
Jericho the Christmas rose, and It is sup- 
posed to divine the events of the year, if 
.steeped In water, on Christmas eve. It Is 
said in Persia that there is a certain 
charmed day in which the rose has a 
heart of gold. Another tradition relates 
that tliero is a silver table on a certain 
Mount Calatsy, hi India, and on this table 
lies a silver rose that contains two beauti- 
ful women who praise God without ceas- 
ing. In tho center of the rose is the 
triangle—(he residence of God. 


It is st^id that if a white rose blooms in 


autumn an early death is prognosticated, 
while an autumn blooming red rose signi- 
fies marriage. Tbe red rose, it is also 
suid, will not bloom over a grave. Eose 
leaves nre sometimes thrown on the fire 
for good luck, and a rose bush may be 
made to bloom in autumn by pruning it 
on St. Jobn's day. Here, as well as in 
France aud Italy, it Is believed that rosy 
cheeks will come to the lass who buries 
a drop of her blood under a rose bush. 
In Poben, young women assure the fidel- 
, Ity of their lovers by carrying a rosebud 
in" the breast. Rose leaves are chosen for 
divination in Thuringia. the maiden hav- 
ing several lovers scattering a leaf named 
after each one on the water; the leaf that 
sinks last is the true lover. 


ANEMONT5, AMARANTH, ASPHODEL. 


The anemone was regarded as tho sym- 


bol of sickness in ancient Egypt. It was 
fat/led to have sprung from the tears wept 
by Venus over Adonis 
The amaranth 


would, says Pliny, recover its color if 
sprinkled with water 
It was a symbol 


of immortality, the word meaning "ever- 
lasting " The asphodel was its opposite, 
meaning "regret." The spirits of the 
dead were thought to subsist on this 
dower 
The bachelor's button is so named 


because youths carried one in the pocket 
to divine their success in love" If the 
Hower died, it was an ill omen. The 
nower basil is a test of purity 
If it is 


put under the plate of an impare maiden 
in Voigtland, she will not touch It. 


Our familiar buttercup was so named 


from an idea that its consumption in- 
creased the butter producing quality of 
the cow's milk. Cows never eat them, 
but they grow only in dry'rich pastures. 
The columbino was anciently called a 
"thankless flower," and was theei blem 
of forsaken lovers The meek little duisy, 
opening its eye with tho light of the 
planet Venus, has always been a favorite 
with the poets. Its star form caused it 
to bo an object of superstition, and Ger- 
man maidens prognosticated their fortunes 
with it. 


The forget-me-not is one of the flowers 


that in German lore guard treasures en- 
touibed in caverns. Tho Swiss regard 
with superstitious feeling the little edel- 
weiss (our cat's foot or everlasting). Its 
Swiss name signifies noble purity.

" So siy yon all, gentlemen?" was the 


customary inquiry of the judge, and eacL 
juryman nodded his head in reply. At 
this juncture the defendant, who had 
been watching the proceedings closely, 
turned in his chair toward the jnry and 
said: "Thajnk yon, gentlemen." 
The 


Judge thanked the jury for their patience 
and work, and discharged th»m for the 
term. 


Mr. Buckingham, for the prosecution, 


was in the court, and so were I. D. 
Walker and A. H. Mills, for the defeuse. 
Shortly after defendant had conferred 
with his counsel, Mr. Mills informed the 
court that the defense desired to enter a 
motion for a new trial. This was the 
last incident of the celebrated case for 
the present, and it is doubtful if the mo- 
tion for another hearing will ever be 
argued. Westbrook will receive his sent- 
ence under the verdict and go to Joliet, 
and while there will learn a useful trade. 


By good behavior, Westbrook will re- 


gain his liberty in 7 yeans and 3 months. 


So far as we are able to learn, the ver- 


dict meets with general approval. 


HOW THE iUBY STOOD. 


When the jury took their first ballot 


last evening oo entering their room they 
stood: 3 for murder, 5 (or manslaughter, 
and i for acquittal. There was no ma- 
terial change in the subsequent ballots 
until 5 o'clock this morning when the 
verdict of 12 years for manslaughter was 
agreed upon, After the jmy had agreed 
upon a verdict of guilty, the punishmen 
ranged from 1 year to 25, finally resulting 
in agreement at 12 years.

Ihe attorneys for 


the deftnse had nothing to say, and Mr. 
Webber for the prosecution opened the 
case, talking one hour and ten ininutee, 
leaving one hour acid fifty minutes for 
Mr. Buckingham to consume in the clos- 
ing speech. It was expected by every- 
body that Mr. B. had loaded himself for 
"the greatest tffurt o1 his life,'' and that 
he would have a great effect upon the 
jury. But the speech, whatever it might 
have been, was not delivered, simply be- 
cause the defense in the outset had de- 
cided not to present any argument to 
the jury. 
The announcement by Mr. 


Mills at the conclusion of Mr. Webber's 
address, that the defense would not pre- 
sent any argument, was a surprise to the 
court, while to Mr. Buckingham it wa3 a 
crusher. Mr. Mills at the beginning of 
the trial had consumed over two hours 
m his statement, nnd he had nothing 
more to add. He felt that he had got in 
his work pretty well on the first day, nnd 
he didn't feel there was anything to gain 
by further argument. He did not believe 
that the jury could be influenced greatly 
by argument, and it was the opinion of 
the three attorneys for the defense that 
they had a good case and were willing to 
let the jury take it without argument. 
.Opinion varied as to the wisdom of this 
course. The members of the bar, who 
are perhaps the beet judges of such a 
plan of action, credit the defense with a 
large measure of shrewdness, and such is 
the general feeling about the city. 


About two hours were consumed in 


the preparation of the instructions to 
the jury, which were read by Judge 
Hughes; he consumed 35 minutes in this 
duty, and at 5:10 p. m. the jury retired in 
company with Bailiffs Dillehunt and 
McWhinney, the court announcing that 
he would return at midnight to leara if 
a verdict had been reached. He did so, 
and then in the absence of a verdict ad 
journed court until 8:30 o'clock thic 
morning, when as already stated the ver- 
dict was read. 


The court room was densely crowded 


for four hours yesterday afternoon, spec- 
tators standing up in all the available 
space and crowding the steps near the 
Judge. Inside the bar all the best seats 
were given op to about 75 ladies, who 
had expected to hear long arguments but 
were disappoint d. 


The instructions of the court clearly 


defined the legal definition of murder and 
manslaughter, and the punishment for 
each. For murder, death or imprison- 
ment for any term from 14 years to life; 
for manslaughter, imprisonment for any 
time from one year to life. The attor- 
neys for the defense made their speeches 
in the instructions, quite a number"of 
the sections being thrown out by the 
Judge on the inspection. The instruc- 
tions as submitted were considered quite 
fair for the defendant, and under the in- 
structions a verdict of acquittal would 
have occasioned but little surprise. 


On Sunday the jury were photographed 


in a cabinet group by Haws, and this 
morning the jurymen got their pictures. 
One was presented to Weetbrook. The 
jurymen also received their checks for 
service, each getting about 820.
